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INTRODUCTION. 


The  importance  of  having  the  early  records  of  Fitch- 
burg  printed  was  discussed  at  a  meeting  of  the  Fitchburg 
Historical  Society  as  earl^'  as  November,  1892;  and  it 
was  urged  that  the  society  should  use  its  influence  toward 
the  accomplishment  of  that  object.  No  action,  however, 
was  taken  at  that  time,  but  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
society  in  January,  1895,  the  subject  was  again  consid- 
ered, and  a  committee  was  chosen  to  petition  the  City 
Council  in  regard  to  the  matter. 

A  petition  was  presented  and  referred  to  the  Commit- 
tee on  Education,  by  whom  a  hearing  was  granted,  at 
which  members  of  the  society-  were  present  who  urged 
the  necessit}'  of  immediate  action  for  the  better  preserva- 
tion of  the  records  not  onh'  of  Fitchburg,  but  of  such 
records  of  Lunenburg  and  its  early  proprietors,  prior  to 
the  incorporation  of  Fitchburg,  as  might  be  obtainable. 

The  report  of  the  committee  was  favorable,  and  in 
accordance  with  their  recommendation  an  order  was 
passed  by  the  Cit}'  Council  providing  for  the  printing  of 
the  records  as  petitioned  for,  and  an  appropriation  was 
made  for  carrying  on  the  work.  During  the  year  1896 
ths  first  volume  was  issued,  comprising  the  "  Farh'  Rec- 
ords of  the  Town  of  Lunenburg,  including  that  part 
which  is  now  Fitchburg,  1719-1764,"  and  in  the  follow- 
ing year  a  similar  volume  appeared,  containing  the  "  Pro- 
prietors' Records  of  the  Town  of  Lunenburg,  1729-1833." 

The  present  volume,  containing  the  "Old  Records  of 
the  Town  of  Fitchburg,  1764-1789,"  the  first  (piarter 
century  of  its  existence  as  a  town,  is  presented  by  the 
Fitchburg  Historical  Society  as  a  fit  companion  for  the 
two  before  mentioned.  The  work  has  been  under  the 
supervision    of    City    Clerk    Walter    A.    Davis,   who,   with

c'oiniH'lciit  assistants,  has  spared  no  pains  to  have  it 
iMilhriillv  and  atrnratcly  done. 

The  society  is  loitiinate  in  being  able  to  present  as 
ilhistrations  to  this  vohimc  the  portraits  of  Capt.  Thomas 
Cowdiii  and  Capt.  Joseph  Im)x,  two  of  the  early  town 
clerks,  l)()th  noted  characters  in  the  early  history  of  the 
town,  and  of  Mrs.  Hannah  Cowdin,  wife  of  Thomas 
Cowdin.  well  known  in  her  day  as  the  accomplished  land- 
lady of  the  Cowdin  tavern.  Neither  of  these  have  ever 
before  been  ])resented  to  the  public. 

I'^or  the  use  of  the  Cowdin  portraits  the  society  is 
iiidebied  to  the  courtesy  of  Miss  Ethel  M.  Eager  of  Bel- 
mont, and  tor  that  of  Capt.  Joseph  Fox  to  the  daughters 
of  the  late  Abel  Fox  Adams  of  this  city,  who  own  the 
originals.

A  Declaration  by  the  Keprefentatives 
of  the  United  States  of  America 
In  General  Congrefs  Afsembled 
When  in  the  courfe  of  human  events,  it  becomes  necef- 
sary  for  one  people  to  difsolve  the  j^olitical  bands  which 
have  connected  them  with  another  and  to  tifsume  among 
the  Powers  of  the  earth,  the  Seperate  and  equal  Station 
to  which  the  laws  of  nature  and  of  nature's  God  entitles 
them,  a  decent  refpect  to  the  Opinions  of  mankind  requires 
that  they  should  declare  the  Caufes  which  impel  them  to 
the  separation,  we  hold  these  truths  to  be  Self  evident 
that  all  men  are  created  equal  that  they  are  endowed  by 
their  Creator  with  certain  unalienable  rights,  that  among 
these  are  life,  Liberty  and  the  purfuit  of  Happinefs : — That 
to  secure  thefe  rights,  governments  are  inftituted  among 
men,  deriving  their  Just  powers  from  the  confent  of  the 
Governed,  that  whenever  any  form  of  Government  becomes 
deftructive  of  these  ends,  it  is  the  right  of  the  jx'ople  to 
alter  or  to  abolish  it,  and  to  inftitute  new  (Tovernmcnt. 
laying  its  foundation  on  such  princii)lcs,  and  Organizing 
its  ])()wers  in  such  form,  as  to  them  shall  seem  most  likely 
to  EtTect  their  Safty  and  Hapjjinefs,  prudence,  indeed,  will 
dictate  that  governments  long  Ii)ftablishcd  should  not  be 
changed  for  light  and  tranlient  caulcs;  and  accordingly 
all    Ivxperience   hath    Shewn,    that    mankind    arc   more   dis- 
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posed  to  Suflfer,  while  Evils  are  Suflf'erable,  than  to  right 
thcmfclves  by  ahollishing  the  forms  to  which  they  are 
accuftoined,  but  when  a  long  train  of  Abufcs  and  Tfurpa- 
tions,  purfuing  invariably  the  same  Object,  Evinces  a  defign 
to  reduce  them  under  abfolute  Difpotism,  it  is  their  right, 
it  is  their  Duty  to  throw  off'  such  (Government  and  to 
provide  new  gards  for  their  future  Security  such  has  ben 
the  patient  Sufferance  of  these  Colonies ;  and  such  is  now 
the  Necefsity  which  conl'trains  them  to  alter  their  former 
Syftems  of  Government,  the  History  of  the  prefent  King 
of  Great-Rriton  is  a  Histor}'  of  Repeated  injuries  and 
Ufurpations,  all  having  in  direct  Object  the  Eftablishment 
of  an  abfolute  tyranny  over  these  States,  to  prove  this 
let  facts  be  submited  to  a  candid  world.

He  has  forbiden  his  Governors  to  pafs  Laws  of  imme- 
diate and  prefsing  importance,  unlefs  Sufpended  in  their 
Operation  untill  his  Affent  should  be  Obtained  and  when 
so  Sufpended,  he  has  utterh-  neglected  to  attend  to  them 

He  has  refused  to  pafs  other  Laws  for  the  accommo- 
dation of  Large  diftricts  of  people,  unlefs  those  people 
would  relinquish  the  right  of  reprefentation  in  the  Legif- 
lature,  a  right  ineftimable  to  them  and  formidable  to  T\'- 
rants  onh' 

He  has  called  together  legiflative  bodies  at  places 
unufal,  uncomfortable  and  distant  from  the  depository  of 
their  publick  records,  for  the  sole  purpofe  of  fatiguing 
them  into  compliance  with  his  meafures. 

He  has  diffolved  Reprefentative  Houfes  repeatedly  for 
oppofmg  with  manly  Firmnefs  his  Invafions  on  the  rights 
of  the  people. 

He  has  refused  for  a  long  time,  after  such  Difsolutions, 
to  cause  others  to  be  elected ;  whereby  the  Legislative 
Powers,  incapable  of  annihilation,  have  returned  to  the 
people  at  Large  for  their  Exercise;  the  State  remaining  in 
the  mean  time  exposed  to  all  the  dangers  of  Invafion 
from  with  out  and  Convulfions  within 

He  has  endevoured  to  prevent  the  population  of  these 
States ;  for   that  purpose  obftructing  the  Laws  for  Natu- 
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ralization  of  Foreigners;  refusing  to  pafs  others  to  encor- 
age  their  migrations  hither  and  raising  the  Conditions  of 
new  appropriations  of  Lands 

He  has  Obftructed  the  Adminiftration  of  Juftice,  by 
refusing  his  aflent  to  Laws  for  Eftaljlishing  Judiciary 
powers. 

He  has  made  Judges  dependant  on  his  will  alone,  for 
the  tenure  of  their  Offices,  and  the  amount  and  payment 
of  their  Salaries.  He  has  erected  a  multitude  of  new 
Officers,  and  sent  hither  swarms  of  Offercers  to  Harrafs 
our  people,   and    Eat   out    their    Subftance. 

He  has  kept  among  us,  in  times  of  peace  Standing 
Armies  without  the  Confent  of  our   Legiflatures.        .     .     . 

He  has  aftccted  to  render  the  Military  independent  of, 
and  Superiour  to  the  Civil  Power 

He  has  combined  with  others  to  Subject  us  to  a  Jurif- 
diction  foreign  to  our  Conftitution,  and  unacknowledged 
by  our  Laws;  giving  his  Affent  to  their  acts  of  pretended 
Legif  lation : 

For  quartering  large  bodies  of  armed  troops  among 
us : 

For  protecting  them,  by  a  mock  trial  from  punifhment 
for  any  murders  which  they  should  commit  on  the  inhabi- 
tants of  these  States : 

For  cutting  off  our  trade  with  all  parts  of  the  world : 

For  impofmg  Taxes  on  us   without  our  confent : 

For  depriveing  us  in  man3^  cafes  of  the  benefits  of  Trial 
b-V  JuO'  •  r'or  tranfporting  us  beyond  Seas  to  be  tried  for 
pretended  Offences : 

For  abolishing  the  free  System  of  English  Laws  in  a 
Neighbouring  province  Eftablishing  theirin  an  arbitarv 
Government  and  enlarging  its  boundaries,  so  as  to  render 
it  at  once  and  Example  and  fit  Inftrement  for  [l*-il]  For 
introducing  the  same  absolute  Rule  into  these  Colonies. 

For  taking  away  our  Charters  abolishing  our  most 
valuable  Laws  and  altering  fundamentally  the  forms  of 
our   Governments: 

For  Sufpending  our  own  Legiflatures  and  declareing 
themfelves  invested  with  power  to  Legiflate  ibr  us  in  all 
Cafes  whatfocvcr. 
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He  has  abdicated  Government  here,  by  declarin<:^  us  out 
of  his  protection  and  waging  war  against  us. 

He  lias  plundered  our  Seas  ravaged  our  Coasts,  burnt 
our  Towns,  and  deftroyed   the  Lives  of  our  people. 

He  is  at  this  time  tranfporting  large  armies  of  foreign 
mercenaries  to  compleat  the  works  of  Death  Defolation 
and  t3'ran3^  alrady  begun  with  circumftances  of  Cruelty  and 
Perfidy  Scarcely  paralleled  in  the  most  barbarous  Ages, 
and  totally  unworthy  the  Head  of  a  Civilized  nation. 

He  has  conftrained  our  Fellow  Citizens,  taken  captives 
on  the  high  Seas  to  bear  arms  against  their  Country ;  to 
become  the  Executioners  of  their  friends  and  brethren,  or 
to  fall  themfelves  by  their  hands. 

He  has  excited  domeftic  inferrections  amongst  us,  and 
has  Endeavoured  to  bring  on  the  Inhabitants  of  our 
Frontiers  the  mercilefs  Indian  Savages,  whose  known  Rule 
of  warfare  is  an  undiftinguished  Deftruction  of  all  Ages, 
Sexes,  and  Conditions. 

In  every  stage  of  these  opprefsions  we  have  petitioned 
for  redrefs,  in  the  most  humble  terms :  our  repeated  peti- 
tions have  been  anfwered  onh'  by  repeated  Injury- !  —  A 
prince  whose  Character  is  thus  marked  by  every  act 
which  ma\^  define  a  Tyrant,  is  unfit  to  be  the  Ruler  of  a 
free  people!     .     .     . 

Nor  have  we  been  wanting  in  attention  to  our  British 
Brethren,  we  have  warned  them  from  time  to  time  of 
attempts  by  their  Legiflature  to  extend  an  unwarrantable 
Jurifdiction  over  us,  we  have  reminded  them  of  the  Cir- 
cumftances of  our  Emigration  and  Settlement  here,  we 
have  appealed  to  their  native  Juftice  and  Magnanimit\^ 
and  we  have  conjured  them  by  the  ties  of  our  common 
kindred  to  difavow  these  Ufurpations,  which  would  inevi- 
tabW  interrupt  our  connexions  and  Correfpondence.  they 
too  have  been  deaf  to  the  voice  of  Juftice  and  of  Confan- 
guinit\\  we  must,  therefore  Acquiefce  in  the  necefilty 
which  Denounces  our  Seperation,  and  hold  them,  as  we 
hold  the  rest  of  mankind  Enemies  in  war;  in  peace. 
Friends. 

We,  therefore,  the  Reprefentatives  of  the  United  States 
of  America,   in  General    Congrefs    Afsembled   appealing  to 
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the  Supreme  Judge  of  the  world  for  the  Rectitude  of  our 
intentions,  do,  in  the  name  and  by  the  Authority  of  the 
Good  people  of  these  Colonies  Solemnh-  publish  and  declare 
that  these  I'nited  Colonies  are,  and  of  right  ought  to  be, 
free  and  Independent  States  that  they  are  abfolved  from 
all  Allegience  to  the  British  Crown  ;  and  that  all  political 
Connexion  [l*-i*~i]  connexion,  between  them  and  the  State 
of  Great-Britain,  is,  and  ought  to  be  totall\^  difsolved  ;  and 
that  as  free  and  Inde]Dendent  States,  they  have  full  power 
to  Levy  war  conclude  peace  contract  Alliances,  Eftablish 
commerce,  and  to  do  all  other  acts  and  things  which 
Independent  States  may  of  right  do,  and  for  the  Support 
of  this  declaratif)n  with  a  firm  reliance  on  the  protection 
of  divine  providence,  we  mutually  pledge  to  Each  other 
our  Lives  our  Fortunes  and  our  Sacred  Honor.
